Old Sun Indian School Costly 
-and Modern Structure ||'te ©oadian Legion wilt give an 


(By W. Sutermeister) 

One mile south of Gleichen on the 
highway from Gleichen” to Arrow- 
wood, leading across the Blackfoot 
Reserve, there is situated perhaps the 
best of Indian residental schools, 
which has just been completed. It is 
a building constructed at a cost of 
$200,000 and rich in its details of 
construction, its plumbing and heating 
as well as its water system; its gen- 
eral comfort and convenience is al- 
most equal to the best of hotels in 
the Dominion of Canada. 

The Old Sun Indian Residertal 
School is under the supervision of the 
Anglican Church. Some forty-five 


years ago the work was started by 
Archdeacon J. W. Tims, D.D., in the 
form of a day school, Later on the 
Missivn grew and the teaching at first 
discouraged by the Old Indians was 
then anxiously sought. As a re- 
sult the Resident School was inau- 
gurated in 1910, The then called 
34. John’s school was later baptised 
he Old Sun School. The Mission 
still retains the name of St, John’s 
Mission, 

In 1922-1928 the school was re- 
nodelled and enlarged by the Indian 
Jepartment at a cost of $70,000, It 
vas then also fully equipped with 
ighting and heating, Over eighty 
hildren were housed at this school 
it the time of the historical fire in 
june, 1918, when the building was | 
:ompletely razed to the ground. ; 

The present building is completely 
ire-proof, and is the first one of its 
kind built by the Indian Department 
in Canada, It will easily accomodate 
sver one hundred children, including 
a staff from twelve to fifteen, It is 
one of two schools in the Dominion 
with terrazo flooring, at a cost of some 
$13,000. The school is built of steel 
and concrete, brick and tile throughout 
the partitions are of hollow gypsum- 
tile, No wood has been used in the 
construction with the exception of 
windows and doors and inbuilt cabinet 


work, The new building contains 
three large, well-lighted class rooms 
and ‘one beautiful chapel; four airy 
dormitories, recreation rooms for both 
boys and girls; a large kitchen; all 
the necessary staff rooms and the 
principal’s residence. It is equipped 
with a most modern syatem of heat- 
ing and lighting as well as water pro- 
vision. A 2,500 gallon water pres- 
sure tank is located in the basement 
as well as a 1000 gallon hot water 
jacket, Hot and cold water is avail- 
able in every part of the building. 
Shower baths, bath rooms, lavator- 
ies are all equipped with the most up- 
to-date kind of plumbing. The cor- 
ridors and assembly halls are lined 
with burlap to a certain height or 
else are finished in washable enamel. 
An up-to-date fridigaire is installed 
near the kitchen to conserve the food 
A large bakery with mechanical con- 


trivances is also to be found, The 
laundry contains expensive equipment 
of the latest type, each with an in- 
dividual motor. The sewing room is 
equipped with six sewing machines; 
fixtures for the operating of irons, 
ironers, ate also to be found, while 
the creamery will also be provided 
with the very best of equipment. 
The principal’s residence is also fire- 
proof throughout and contains all the 
modern conveniences, One remark- 
able feature is the fact that stair- 
ways throughout ure provided with 
steel doors and are contained in sep- 
arate “wells”, which means that they 
are enclosed by brick walls separat- 
ing them from the rest of the build- 
ing, so that in case of fire there will 
be no danger in joing up or down the 
stairways. The steps are all steel 
construction which is cement fililled 
in the way of building material. The 
kitchen has beer particularly favor- 
ed since it is welled with hallaw-glaz- 
ed tile; a very expensive tile resemol- 
ing porcelain, between which a very 
quick cement ha: been used so that 
the entire surface can be washed 
thoroughly at al times. 

In viewing the school from one end 
to the other one can only be impress- 
ed with the fact that nothing has 
been left undone by the Department 
of Indian Affairs to make the building 
poaitively fire-prooi in its constri:c- 
tion, It is a Ivanilding which will be 
eusily kept in a ncst sanitary con- 
dition ani vhould prove to be a «reat 
usaistonce in the bringing-up of t!.e 
Blackfoot Indian children both as to 
health and education. 

Rev, I. M. R. Gibney and Mrs, Gib- 
ney, who have been in Gleichen in 
charge of the St John’s Mission and 
Old Sun school during the past eight 
years have now left to take over 
the duties formerly fulfilled by Arch- 
deacon Tims on the Sarcee Mission 
near Calgary. They have both been 
very faithful and loyal to the Black- 
foot Indian Mission in Gleichen dur- 
ing their stay and it is with deep re- 
gret; that many of their freinds will 
see them transferred to another field 
of activity. 

Rev. J. W. House of Unity, Sask., 
will be following in the footsteps of 
Reverend Gibney and will take over 
the new school, which is to opene at 
a very near date, The necessary 
furnishings haev not yet arrived 
and are causing the delay in the open- 
of this new school. 

It is expected that the official in- 
auguration of the Old Sun Blackfoot 
Indian Residential School in Gleichen 
will be a marked event and a great 
celebration is being planned. The 
school will be in itself a great mem- 
orial to the work of the Anglican 
Mission on the Blackfoot Reserve and 
in view of its construction will stand 
as such for many generations to 
come,

Alexander Harrison, of Philadel-

Colleges In the Dominion 
There are evidently excellent op- 


portunities for higher education in| 


Canada for both men and women. A 
recent official report states that there 
are 23 universities and 97 colleges in 
the Dominion with a gross student 
enrolment by universities of 57,254, 
and by colleges of 25,137. It is not 
uncommon for a student to be taking 
part of his work in a university and 
part in an affiliated college, and so 
{s reported by both institutions. With 
these duplications eliminated the net 
total of students enrolled is 72,152 of 
whom 46,354 are males, and 25,798 
are females, Almost exactly 50 per 


cent. or 36,088, are engaged in stud- 
|fes of university standard. Of these 
| 23,543 are men and 12,495 women. 


The 57,254 students in universities 


| are composed of 41,587 full time, 4,- 


499 part time, and 12,095 short 
course, extra mural and extension 
students, with 927 duplicates between 
groups. j 

The popularity of Canadian univer- 
sities and colleges among students 


|of other countries is indicated by the 


report giving the place of residence. 
There were last year 1,741 from the 
United States, 422 from the British 
Isles, 60 from the British West In- 
dies, and 476 from other countries, 

In a total of 6,772 degrees, licenses 
and diplomas granted by universities 
and colleges last year, 2,427 or 35.7 
per cent, were conferred on women 
and 4,345 on men. The most popu- 
lar degree with both men and women 
is Bachelor of Arts, the next in order 
with men is M.D. and B.Sc. 

The University of Laval, Quebec 
City, has the largest enrolment of 
students with 10,780, followed by the 
University of Montreal at Montreal 
with 10,776. The University of Tor-
